Tools antiquarian interest, es- 
pecially the metal parts, should, all 
means, cleaned. they are worth 
having all, they certainly are worth 
taking some trouble about, and you 
will find that you will get know 
them much better, and notice their 
special features, you work 
them this not necessary 
desirable attempt restore 
them their state when first made, 
but certainly article this kind 
far more pleasing view and agree- 
able handle presents the ap- 
pearance being active com- 
mission rather than having just been 
rescued from junk pile. (Of course, 
oiling varnishing the wooden parts 
unforgivable, making the article 
parlor” rather than the working 
end the establishment). Rust 
proof antiquity, for heavy 
coat rust, under certain conditions 


very brief period. matter 


fact, often conceals positive evi- 
dence the contrary. Many tool 
heavily rusted condition has the 
crude, irregular appearance 
hand-made article, but when cleaned, 
shows unmistakable 
acteristics, and sometimes even 
late date. the other hand, the 
revelations resulting from thorough 
cleaning may quite thrilling, such 
old smith’s marks even ear/y 
date. 

For removing rust from iron, 
have found nothing compare 
procurable generally 
hardware stores, garages, etc. the 
small can with the spout used, 
save waste. With the 
large can, the oil may easily poured 


into open receptacle, and applied 
with old toothbrush the rusty 
parts, and any surplus returned 
the can. Applying this oil freely, 
and rubbing with emery paper, med- 
ium coarse, will remove the rust quite 
thoroughly and quickly without leav- 
ing scratches. Rust pits usually have 
cleaned out with medium coarse 
steel wool. 

The ideal arrangement have 
small electric machine which may 
plugged the ordinary light 
circuit.
